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Shootinu at tub Siksceb IIoisu.— The 
Indianapolis Journal of yesterday tars that at 
ahout half-past twelve o'clock en Sunday morn- 
ing, a man named John Courtney waa shot and 
Instantly killed, !n the back yard of the Spencer 
House, bv a eoldier named Dennis O'Halloran.of 
the 17lh V. K. C. Conrtney, in company with 
a young ream named Patrick Brown, had been 
drinking at the Palmer House Saloon, and were 
followed down to the Spencer Boon by O'Hsl- 
loran, who came in and wanted to drink with 
them, hut Conrtney refused to pay for his drink. 
O'Halloran then went oyer to the guard quar- 
ters at the depot, and told the 8orgeant that 
there wore two bounty-jumpers at tho Speucer 
House, and asked for a .guard to arroat them. 
The Serjeant asked him how he knew they were 
bounty -jumpers, and he replied that he knew 
them, and that thty were two who had been 
ecut to the front, but had escaped from the 
guard at IMMk The Sergeant then sent two 
men with O'Halloran, who took a loaded (run 
from the quarters. On arriving at tho Spencer 
House, the two guards stopped outside on the 
pavement, aad O'Halloran went in and arrested 
Courtney and Brown, both of whom denied 
being bounty-jumpers. After some little alter- 
cation, Brown slipped away, and then Courtney 
got out of the back door, when O'Halloran fol- 
lowed him and fired. It was not known by the 
bar-keeper, or any one abont the Spencer House, 
that Courtner was killed until daylight, though 
O'Halloran told the sergeant, when he brought 
the gun back, that he had killed one of them. 
Courtney was shot under the left arm, the entire 
__)wgc, consisting of a ball and three buckshot, 
passing through the body, and breaking tke | 
thotildcr on the opposite side. He mu -,t hare 
died instantly. The deceased Is represented as 
a quiet, inoffensive young man, who hae been at 
work trace last September In the Bellefontainc 
depot, and has never been in the army. O'Hil- 
loran was cot cn duty, and was acting without 
any authority whatever. He is also aaid to hare 
been intoxicated at the lime.

A Scoit after GcEMi.LAs. — A soldier of the 
5th Tennessee cavalry writes to the Chattanooga 
Gazette from Tnllahoma,;under date of Novem- 
ber 14th: 

On the morning of the 11th we found a gan" 
of guerillas near Petersburg; they were near 
a half mile off when when we discovured them. 
We had to throw down two staked and ridered 
fences, and by that time they had got so far 
ahead of us th"i.t we onlv captured three of their 
horses, with full equipments, and three guns. 
We still follow ed «n after them until about ten 
o'clock, P. M., when we came upon them again 
about seven miles from Fayetteville, on Elk 
river. Wc tl:e*c succeeded in killing three of 
them, and capturing five of their horses and 
equipments; also five of their array pistols and 
the same number of guns. We burned the 
dwelling-bouse where we found them, as one of 
the gang lived there. I did not learn but two 
of their name*. Oua was Paine and the other 
Huse: they belongs! to Captain Hays's com- 
mand, a notorious guerilla. The command then 
returned to their respective posts, after scouting 
over nearly all of Lincoln county. There was 
no damage done to our side except one horse 
killed. 



DEDICATION OF A CATHEDRAL -ST. PT.TKR 
AND ST. PAUL AT PlM:..\!'K'.!*iIIA-n.TL DE- 
SCRIPTION OF THK Bl II.DINO. 
The great cathedral of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
in Philadelphia, was dedicated on Snnday with 
magnificent ceremonies. It is the largest 
Catholic church in America, eost a million of 
dollars, and was built solely by the eontrlhu- 
tlons of the poorest religious societies In Phila- 
delphia. The Age of that city gives tbo follow- 
ing full description of tke beddings 

The waytarer who eaters Philadelphia, no 
matter from what quarter, will see, long before 
he reaches the city, towering in solemn majesty 
far above every surrounding object, a hnge 
dome. Its brown sides stand out In bold relief 
against the sky, and the gilded cross snrmonnt- 
ing it twinkles and sparkles in the sunlight. 
Should the day be lowering, the massive dome 
looms up In the mist, and the flying scud which 
sweeps across the heavens almost tonebes the 
top, it rears itselr so high. No matter whence 
the traveller approaches, the dome is there, the 
marked attraction amid the great ma?s of build- 
ings spread out so widely. Whilst all erse Is 
confused and undistinguished, the dome of the 
Cathedral is plain and distinct. For miies it Is 
visible. It is the principal object seen on every 
avenue of approach to this great citv. 

In the year 1!M5, when the United States were 
engaged in a foreign war, and soldiers of every 
State fought side by side, and North and South 
alike gave their children to toil together to vin- 
dicate* the honor of the whole country; when 
Taylor, a Southern man, had won the battle of 
Monterey, and was marching to the field of 
Bnena Vista; and Scott, a Virginia*, was gath- 
ering an armv to capture Mexico; when Mc- 
Clellan and Bragg, and Sherman aad Aong- 
ttreet, and Meade and Fits John Porter, were 
all subalterns in the Union armies, and all bre- 
vetted for gallantry: when Jeffersen Davis and 
Abraham Lincoln sat In the Federal Coagress, a 
peaceful religions duty was performed in Phila- 
delphia. On Sunday, September Cth, 11*46, 
Bishop Kenrlch, surrounded by his clergy and 
his flock, laid the eorner-i-tone of the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral of SI. Peter and 6t. Paul. 
The building thereon to be erected was to be 
for ihe worship ef God. The oorner-stone was 
laid in what was then the outskirts of Philadel- 
phia. Locan Square had been inclosed, and 
the Cathedral was to overlook its sonthern side; 
but very few buildings marred the broad acres 
which then spread in an almost unbroken range 
of green fields, west and northwest to the 
Schuylkill. Eighteen years ago Broad street 
was tho western limit of Philadelphia, Fair- 
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Bishop Ker.rick and his clcrgv performed their 
religion! duties, and the cemer-stone was laid; 
and on September 5th, lHiO, the vast audi- 
ence that had come so far out of town to staud 
reverentially In Logan Square, invoking God's 
blessing on their labors, dispersed, few dream- 
ing of what a great work they bad begun. 
Many have gone to their last" resting place. 
Bishop Kcniick was afterward translated to 
Baltimore, and has since gone to his grave, the 
Primate of the Catholic Church in the United 
Si ates^ Another Bishop took charge of the work, 
but Bishop Newman, full of years and of hon-. 
ors, was gathered to his fathers, and a third 
Bishop assumed the. mitre. Bishop Wood is 
now the head of the Catholic Church here, and 
under his superintendence we find the great 
Cathedra! completed, and on Snnday next, No- 
vember 20, 18GI, it is to be dedicated to ihe 
worship of God. It has been eighteen years, 
two menths, and fourteen dj>vs in building. 

The Cathedra! of St. Peter and St. Paul is the 
largest church in North America, north of ihe 
City of Mexice. With the exception of one or 
two cjiunhcs there, it is the largest on the 
Western Hemisphere. It exceeds in size the 
Moutreal Cathedral, and as a monument of mas- 
sive architecture, will last as long as the ground 
on which it stands. It has been built solely bv 
the voluntary contributions of the members of 
the poorest religions denomination among us. 
Day after day the pennies have been gathered, 
and this is what they have paid for. For 



for as it was built. Each stone laid, each nail 
driven, lias been the offering of a faithful mem- 
ber of the Church. Over one million of dollars, 
nine-teuths of it jn gold and silver of blessed 
memory, have been contributed for the con- 
struction of the great Cathedral, and now it hae 
n* debt, jirni can be dedicated to God, a free, 
untrammelled offering. 

The work has gone on slowly, and without 
ostentation. But few men have, been employed, 
and nearly all began their labors when the 
building began, eighteen yea** ago. A quarter 
of a lifetime they have spent In laboring on one 
spot, and, now that their occupation is gone, 
they mufct f**l rery tad. The work has scarcely 
been heard of. Outside oftbe. Catholic churches 
it has seldom been mentioned". Althongh the 
Cathedral'is the greatest edifice in PhHa<i,Jphia. 
no one, outside of the church, has been iwkvd 
to contribute. Almost imperceptibly It has 
grown up in our mid-t, and we have scarcelv 
noticed it. So slowly has one stone lieen laid 
on another that, until a few elavs ago, when the 
forthcoming dedication was announced, half of 
Philadelphia knew such a buildiug was in ex- 
istence, or In contemplation, but that was all. 
Now the dailv pilgrimages to Letrau Square are 
numerous. The ears are loaded. Thou=ands 
stand there in the streets, staring up at ihe ed- 
ifice, whose sacred mysteries are to be uuveilcd 
on Sunday next. 

The Cathedral was designed and its construc- 
tion superintended bv Napoleon J/* Brun E J q 
1 be facade was drawn by Jahn Notman, E<q. 
It is built of dark brown stone. Everything 
:il out it is massive. Huge columns adorn tho 
front, and are surmounted by enormous capitals, 
which in turn support the solid brown front of 
roof. The cornice i» the largest of any b illding 
in ihe United States, and projects further for- 
ward. Though massive, everything is elabo- 
rately ornamented. Richnr« and grandeur are 
the objects sought and attained by the architect 
in the construction of the. front on I.ozan 
Square. The people who linirer about gazing 
for hours at the columns and their delicate 
fluting n1ic.-t.his skill. The building is one hun- 
dred and tbirt\-siT feet in front on Logan 
Square, and from the ground to the apex of the 
pediment of the front is one hundred and one 
net and fix inches. The ground plan of the 
Cathedral is an oh! one. one hundred and t>iirtv- 
s'x broad hv two hundred and sixteen feet long. 
The building Is shaped like a cro=s. The nav« 
Or long piece of the crosa i> one hundred and 
ninety-two feet in length The trarseru or short 
piece is one hundred and twenty-eight feet in 
Kngth: each is fifty feet wide. We.-l of 
(be tmr-ipt the nave l« bordered on 
each side by heavy pillars ten feet 
sqnare, supporting a vaulted cel'ing. 
which spreads over the. erronnd-tlonr. a' a height 
of eighty (• ct. On the outside of each row of 
pillars are aisles, twenty-two feet wide and fort v- 
two fed high, covered with small domes, each 
having a circular window in the top. with a 
Mioll stained-ulass centre. The north aisle 
windows have blue centres: tboso on the south 
si.lc have red certres. The nave is lighted frnm 
the top by a row ttf largo windows on each side 
of Ihe vaulted ceiling. East of the transept 
on each side of the sanctuary or chancel It a 
chapel of twenty-two feet wide and 'hlrtv-nine 
feet long. Each of these is ltsrhtcd by a single 
stained-glass windew at the top. Unlike moat 
huiklines in the. country, there are no sidc- 
WlndoWS, and all the light is introduced from 
above. This, taken in conduction with the pre- 
vailing color of the whoU: interior, which is 
made to resemble Paris stone, heightens the 
architectural effect, and imparl- the solemn and 
religious tone appropriate to such an edifice. 
Nor is the effect marred by the stiined g!a«. 
The !cw stained glass windows in the bonding 
Hhn w no light in anv part but the c!i ipeis. The 
deer white, natural daylight, in all it* purity, 
liizhtt- up the nave and transept an I pleases f ir 
more thr.n any stained class could. 

The sanctuary, or chancel, is ti ft v feet wide 
and fbrty-tix feet deep. It is paved with fine 
marble, the stones bcim; laid so as to form a 
pleasing figure. It is rail, d In bv the m >-t 
magnificent marble railing ever seen in PhHa- 
oeiphla. It b. low. broad plain, and >ich; pol- 
isheel to the highest, susceptibility of ihesrone- 
wlthoat any ornament but Us own loveliness! 
The altar, When completed, will he a grand 
affair. The steps onlv are now laid. Four steps 
go up to the base of the alrar. Thev arc all 
made of Pennsylvania ma'ble, excepting that 
the elevations of two of them are encased with 
jet black marble from Killarnoy, Ireland. This 
marble shines like a mirror, the polish Is so cx- 
qubitc. A tt-mporary altar of wood is now 
erected on these steps'. At some time it will lie 
replaced by the grand altar. The sanctuary 
lamp will bang about tificcn feet above the ha;e 
of the nltar. For nearlv one hundred fee't a 
slender wire comes down from the hiirhesl part 
of the roof, and on It the lamp will be sus- 
pended. 

But tl c great' triumph of the Cathedral is the 
dome. At the base it is seventv-one. feet in di- 
ameter. The wall" arc ten feet thick, and in- 
: tile it is tifiy-onc feet across. Froiuthe ground 
to the top of the dome is two hundred and ten 
feet, and almve the dome stands a huie gilded 
cross. Being on elevated ground, the Uathe- 
drul is by far the highest building in the. citv. 
It almost makes one giddy to stand on the mar- 
ble pavement and gaze up Into the dome. One 
bum' red aud fifty-six feet above where von -tand, 
it closes eiver you. The eye is lost almewt in the 
endless circles of stnnc upon stone which gradu- 
ally close together far above. At the top, on the 
inside, is a painting Of the Assumption of the 
lib s ed Virgin into Heaven. It is a circular 
painting, and is so far awav that it looks almost 
small enough for the hands to span It. Ye t it is 
tweuty-seven feet broad, aud almost eightv- 
six feet around the outer edge. Come nearer 
and look at the four medallions which represent 
tho four Evangelists, and are set in the fonr cor- 
ners of the base of the dome. They seem small 
and delicate, and scarcely life size. They are 
eighty feet ahe.ve yon, and each one is nine feet 
in diameter, and almost thirtv feet around. 
Look at the pe-u in St. Luke's hand. It seems 
a few inches long. Were you close to it and 
could measnre it, it would stretch more than 
three feet. Gaze up at the cornice above tho 
medallions. It runs around the base of the 
dome. It lookti as if wilk care a man could 
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are scarcely half way up. Set the Continental 
Hotel upon another building as high as it is, and 
they will nestle cosily trader that dome. Place 
them in Logan Square and they will be almost 
eighty feet short of retcbicg to a level with the 
top of the guest' cross.

Two very little fellows — almost ' children in 
silt— are arranging ihe gas fixtures. Ton know 
they must be men, bnt scarcely can believe it. 
See, one ef them strikes with his hammer.

But we mnst hurry on with the de*iript'on. 
The broad pavement is of marble. It was laid 
by John Baird, Esq. It extends all over the 
ground fioer, and is lsid on brick arches. The 
pavement cost $10.6*0. Off to the side, In tho 
chapels acd aroand the altar, it can be seen. A 
dozen different plans of ornamental tiling adorn 
the floor. All aro different, yet harmonious, 
and all are beautiful. Tel raach of this beauty 
Is lost because the nave and transept pews cover 
the marble floering. We, Americans, mint sit 
down when we go anywhere, and pews must bo 
pnt in ths great churches. In Europe not a 
pew mars the effect of the great cathedrals. On 
each side of the nave there are places for five 
altars. These have the steps erected, but noth- 
ing more. With the graud altar in the sanc- 
tuary, and the two chapels beside it, when com- 
pleted there will be thirteen chapels in the build- 
ng. 
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manger, and it nestles in hef arms. Far off in 
the distance can be seen the shepherds guarding 
their flecks, and the Star of Bethlehem iu the 
heavens. Iu the latter painting the wise men 
of the East bow low be fore Ihe Babe, and place 
at his feet their gold and gifts of precious stones 
and eacred ointment. These are also graud 

On tho eastern side of the nave can bo seon 
represented the Reman Catholic creed.

We have still to record, however, one of the 
finest exhibitions of Brumidl's skill. On each 
side of the three great paintings there 
seem to be two niches.

The observer is almost sure that before *him 
stands a niche, inclosing a statue. The per- 
si eelive is wonderful.

The treat edifice of Phil- 
adelphia — an edifice erected l»y the poorest re- 
ligious denomination sniong US — but which re- 
flects the highest honor on this treat city, will 
men lie opened for strangers and citizens to ad- 
mire. It hns been built slow Iv, hut its grandeur 
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organs. All the Roman Catholic Divines from 
the United States, and the Canada*, who can 
possibly be present, will join in the celebration. 
There will be no services in auy oilier Catholic 
Church of the city. Over a hundred thousand 
pe-oplc will be present, and Logan Square, aud 
all the adjoining streets will be filled to their ut- 
niost capacity. The day. If clear, willwUnc^sa 
Oelehrauon unwonted iu Philadelphia. 

And all this in the dark days of our country 
— in Ihe midst of war and misery — is for the 
praise of that Blessed God who "taught peace 
and good will among men.

It is a 
temple erected to Peace, ami those who will

patent target rifle, inches; Swiss Federal 

target rifle, la inches; Sharp's, IX inches; Spring- 
field regulation. 1 7% inches; Bcrdan's carbine, 
2f>>i inches; Berdau's infantry rifle, 31 inches. 
The Whitwortb i ifle was afterward tried with 
one of Berdan's cartridges, and penetrated 88 
inches; the target, however, had by this time 
l>eeii much splintered and weakened.

There have been honsee built so de- 
void of all consideration for the oecapants, so 
rambling and hap-haaard in the disposal of 
rooms, to useless and cheeriest, ana wholly 
without snagness or privacy, as to Bake it seem 
impossible to live a joyous, generous, rational, 
religious family life in ibem. 

There "are, we shame to say, in onr cities 
things called houses, built and rented by people 
who walk erect and have the general air and 
manner of civilized and Christianized men, 
which are so inhuman in their building that 
thev can only be called snares and traps for 
souls — placcs'where children cannot well escape, 
trowing up lllthy and impure — places where to 
form a home is impossible, and to live a de- 
eent, Christian life, would require miraculous 
strength. 

A celebrated British philanthropist, who had 
devoted much study to the dwellings ef the 
peor, gave it as his opinion that temperance 
societies were a hopeless undertaking in Lon- 
don unless thcee dwellings underwent a trans- 
formation. They were so squalid, so dark, so 
comfortless, so constantly pressing upon the 
tenses of foulness, pain, and inconvenience, 
that it was culy by being drugged with gin aud 
opium that their miserable inhabitants could 
ind heart to drag on life from dav to dav. He 
bad himself tried tbe experiment of reforming a 
dmukanl by taking him from one of these 
loathsome dens and enabliuo; him to rent a ten- 
ement in a block of modern lodging-houses, 
which had been built under his supervision. 
The young man had been a designer of figures 
for punts; he was of delicate frame and a ner- 
vous, susceptible temperament. Shut In one 
miserable room with his wife and little 
chlldien, without tbo possibility of pure air, 
with only filthy, fetid water to drink, with the 
noise of oilier miserable families resounding 
through the thin partitions, what posiibility 
was there of doing anything except bv the help 
of stimulants, which, for a brief hour/lifted him 
above these miseries? Changed at once to a 
neat flat, where, for the same rent as his former 
den, he had three (pood reioras, with water for 
drinking, house service, and bathing freely euii-

People at Milan 
do not bring forward sueh claims, truly but 
tkey throw out hints as to "the expediency of 
removing Parliament from the influence of tho 
angry Turin mob," snd of heldins: at least this 
next session in some of the vast Milan palacce 
The narrow eelflshness of the woi-sl kind of rem'. 
nicipt brill, which was hitherto dormant, is ris- 
ing all around with alarrsing rapidity] ' It is 
not to be wendered at, nor are the Italians so 
greatly te be blamed about it. Thev were all 
willing enough that things should continue as ' 
the* weie; but now a fiend or discord hat been 
set astir, which it will take no little wisdom to 
1:it. bim eitis no longer Rome to which all 
rivals must give way, there is no reason why 
ever-, city should not stand on what it considers 
its rights and interests. 

Another correspondent, unwilling to wholly 
forget the old love for the new, speaks a good 
word for Turin; and Is very correct in his appre- 
ciation of this really noble city: 

Now that poor Turin is "down," everybody it 
ricking up a stone to throw at her. The Eng- 
lish press, particularly, has been discharging 
the vials of its wrath at the condemned city, 
describing it as if it were a mere shaneless ag- 
glomeration of mud cabins and rotten cowsheds, 
instead of bcirg, as It Is, the finest city in all 
Ilaly. I use these words advisedly. As a city, 
scientifically laid out. provided with superb 
streets and squares, with magnificent theatres, 
with splendid coffee-houses and tasteful shops, 
as a place replete with all the appliances of 
modern civilization, Turin has no rival within 
the limits of the Peninsula. As a collection of 
historical monuments, as a repository of works 
oi art. it is pel haps the last. But, however de- 
lightful mav be the daily contemplation of the 
glorious productions of human genius which 
meet the e\e at every step in the immortal ritvof 
Giotto and of Brunellcchi, there are things in 
w hich Florence stands at least a century behind 
our much maligned Turin. Her streets' are nar-

ANOTiinn Rkef.l Raid. — On Friday afternoon 
last a small i arty of rebels dashed into Hick- 
man, Ky., and commenced plundering such 
stores and shops as they could gain access to, 
of boots, shoes, heavy cloths, &c. As soon aa 
the people could recover from the surprise en- 
gendered by the advent of 60 many armed reb- 
els, they signalled the gunboat lying opposite 
the place. The vessel immediately commenced 
firing upon the town and the vandals retreated 
in hot haste, only taking a part of thestock they 
had captured. When the rebels had withdrawn 
the gunboat moved over to the levee, and the 
sailors, assUted by the citizens, removed what 
merchandise had been spared on board and 
steamed tip the river. Several buildings were 
struck by lhe»bhot and shells of the man-of- 
war, but no terious damage was done to the 
town. 

tgj-Tlie library of Congress has received an 
addition of about four thousand books during 
the present j ear. They treat of a great variety 
of topics, but especially of the discovery, settle- 
ment, and topography of this contiuent. A 
Washington paper says: "The law department 
of the library, which is used alike by Congress 
and by the Supreme Court, has also received 
valuable additions, especially in the department 
of trials, American and foreign, includiug, in 
addition to all the most celebrated collections, 
hundreds of interesting trials reported separate- 
ly. This collection embraces nearly every trial 
for treason, ancient or modern, and is un- 
doubtedly the most complete one outside of the 
British Mu seum.". - 

^J-Last week our readers had their attention 
called to the importance of the work of the 
U. S. Christian Commission by an appeal for a 
Thanksgiving collection from the Louisville 
Committee. If any have forgotten the magni- 
tude of the Commission's work as therein set 
forth, we hope they will look up the paper con- 
taining it, and read it again, with a determina- 
tion to do their whole duty to our heroic 
soldiers and sailors in the army and navy, who 
have so well defended us in the midst of out- 
nation's peril. Let the contributions be in 
keeping with the magnitude of the work of the 
Commission. "Whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap." 

Igf- Some of the Eastern papers state that our 
Government will insist upon reparation or apol- 
ogy from the Brazilian Government for the act 
of firing upon the United States flag, on the 
ground that we are a recognized nation, at peace 
with Brazil, and if our cruisers were contraven- 
ing her laws, she knows where to find us and 
how to adjudicate her claims; but the act of 
opening fire upon our vessels will be rebuked. 
We do not believe that any difficulty can be 
fanned between our Government and that of 
Brazil. 

(aTThe Sixth Congressional District of New 
York was the scene of a quadrangular contest 
on the 8th, and it was very close. Two Demo- 
crats and two Republicans were in the field. 
The whole Democratic vote was 8,016, aud the 
whole Republican 8,662, and 77 blank and scat- 
tering votes were cast. Henry J. Raymond, of 
the Times, was elected by 366 majority over 
Elijah Ward, the present member.

THE TWENTIETH KeXTTCKY VOI.USTEFR Is- 

fastey.— The 20th Kentucky volunteer infan- 
try has returned from the front, and is now on 
,the city. It» term of- enlistment has 
nearly expired, and, In a few weeks, the men 
will be mustered ont of the service. The 20th 
was one of the early regiments sent to the field 
by the State of Kentucky, and on its banners 
are inscribed many proud names of battles 
fought by the armies of the Southwest. The 
reRiment was organized and taken to the field 
by Colonel S. D. Bruce, but that officer soon 
after was assifrued to the command of a brigade, 
lcavinir the 20th In charge of its Lieutenant- 
Colonel, C. 8. Hanson. Hanson was promoted 
to the Colonelcy of the 37th Kentucky volun- 
teers, and, the resignation of Colonel Bruce 
.having been accepted, the command of the reg- 
iment devolved upon Major Waller, who has 
since been commissioned Colonel. No regiment 
has a history more proud than that of the 20th 
Kentucky. The men have performed their duty 
as soldiers, and they return from the field vet- 
erans in the cause of liberty. 



Mubdbrs in Nashville. — Nashville is decid- 
edly a fast place. From the Union of yesterday 
we learn that four fatal shooting affrays oc- 
curred in that city on Sunday and Monday. 
Yesterday's Dispatch thus sums up the question: 
"We believe the fart that our city is infested 
•with gangs of desperate men, robbers, and 
murderers, is generally conceded. The question 
now Is, what ought to be done by the civil and 
military authorities under the circumstances? 
One of our contemporaries suggests an increase 
of the police and the arrest of all persons found 
upon the streets without passes after nine 
o'clock at night. The pass system has, been 
tried, and proved to be one of the best arrange- 
ments for burglars ever invented. Indeed, on 
one night, all passes having been revoked with- 
out public notice having been given, a portion 
of the right police were arrested and confined 
during the night, while the balance of the force 
remained in their quarters all night. Experi- 
ence has proved that burglars and robbers can- 
cot only obtain passes in abundance, but the 
countertign also." A delightful state of affairs 
indeed! How comfortable one must feel in 
promenading the streets of Nashville after dark!

Jrothkr Mi-ri>lr. — P. B. Coleman, Esq., 
Coroner of Davidson county, says the Nashville 
Dispatch, was called upon Monday morning to 
hold an inquest upon the body of Maurice Scan- 
Ian, a native of the county Kerry, Ireland, who 
was found dead on Broad street, near the rail- 
road cut, about 10 o'clock on Sunday night. 
From the evidence adduced on the inquest and 
an examination of the body, it appears that the 
deceased had formerly belonged to the 3d Wis- 
consin battery, and that he had been discharged 
in October last. He had been seen alive for the 
Ja.*t lime about 5 o'clock on Sunday ovening, 
ar.d was found dead by the watchman, about 10 
o'clock at night, on Broad street, beyond the 
railroad. A severe wound had been inliicted on 
the right temple, extending from that point to 
betow the right car, as if inflicted by a club or 
heavy stick, the wound on the temple being 
sufficient to cause death. He was supposed to 
have had upon his person, when murdered, a 
belt containing about 51,600, but no money was 
found upon the body. He was about forty-f ix 
years old. The jury, after a careful examina- 
tion, rendered a verdict that the deceased came 
to his death from the hands of some porcOP or 
persons unknown. 

rf$- On Saturday evenji-^ bagjj sav9 tac Nash- 
ville Press, a droyo r_/f Government mules, num- 
bering aboi'* two hundred, were being driven 
out tb'e chicken road, and, while going across 
the well-known bridge at 8mith's mill, which 
6pans Mill creek, that structur e gave way under 
the immense weight, and fell with a terriblo 
crash, the mules being precipitated to the water 
below, a distance of twenty or thirty feet. The 
creek was high ar.d the current swift, and many 
of the poor animals drifted down the stream, 
and attempted to make their escape by climbing 
the rocky bluff a short distance below the mill, 
and some succeeded in ascending half the dis- 
tance, and, prostrated by exhaustion, fell back- 
|rds and were killed. The Prc=s understands 
'between thirty and forty were killed out- 
right by the fall, and others were so. badly 
wounded that they were shot after reaching the 
bank. The bridge has been iu a bad condition 
for manv vears. 



Bali, and Chain. — Win. W. Tripp, a soldier 
belonging to the 45th Illinois regiment, was 
fraigucd before a general court-martial in 
Sashville, charged with deserting his command 
in the face of the enemy, found guilty of the 
charge, and sentenced to hard labor for six 
months with ball and chain. Mark Stanley, of 
the 6ame regiment, was found guilty of a simi- 
lar offeuce, and sentenced to hard labor with 
ball and chain for three months. Both prison- 
ers have been received in the city from Nashville 
and placed at work on the fortifications. 

Rebel Prisoners. — Five hundred and twenty- 
eight prisoners of war were received at the Mil- 
itaiy Pii-ou in this city yesterday from tho 
front. Among tho number were eight field 
and staff officers, twenty company or line offi- 
cers, and five hundred enlisted men. They 
were captured from Gen. Hood's army. 

Twenty-six rebel commissioned officers were 
forwarded last night by Capt. Jones to Johu- 
son's Island. Two surgeons were*sent to Camp 
Chase. 

A Centenarian. — Madam Seigel, an aged Ger- 
man lady, residing on Shelby street, In the up- 
per portion of the city, yesterday attained her 
102d birthday. The occasion was celebrated by 
a host of children, grand children, and great- 
grand children, who assembled ai the house 
and paid ih< ir respects to the venerable lady. 
Mrs. Stigle enjoys good health, and has a fair 
jospect of living to witness the return of many 
birnfc<iTr\s iu the future. When one hundred 
years old, she participated in a dance. 

(JpTwo noted deserters arrived in the city yes- 
terday under iruard from Lexington. In the early 
part of the war they feserted the Federal 6cr- 
PTi'c, joined the rebel army, and for some months 
were encaged in fighting against our flag. 
Growing tired of rcbeldom, they came into the 
Federal litu s and surrendered themselves, claim- 
ing the benefit of the amnesty oath. They were 
recognized and ate now on their way cast where 
they will be tried by a military court. 

Louisville Theatre. — TMs is the last night 
but three of the engagement of the pleasant 
comedienne and sweet-voiced vocalist, Miss 
Emily Thome, when she will appear as Fran- 
cine, in the comedy of the Widow's Stratagem:

As we have but a 
few evenings more to enjoy this charming 
actress, we hope that the weather may be pleas- 
ant, so that no parties may be disappointed. 

Escaplp. In the confusion and bustle in dis- 
embarking prisoners from the cars at the depot, 
on Monday night, two rebel officers succeeded 
in making their escape. One was a Lieuten- 
' ant, whose name we did not learn, the other 
was Captain J. W. Kirkman. 

Railroad Accidents.— The Nashville Dis- 
patch is Informed that four men were killed or 
maimed last week on the Chattanooga Railroad, 
and that on Sunday another man had both his 
legs cut off by the train passing over him, caus- 
ing his dea th.

withheld. 

Let, therefore, all business pursuits be sus- 
pended on Thursday, the 24th inst., and all the 
people, with devout hearts of thankfulness to 
"Him whose ways are not as man's ways," as- 
semble at their respective places of worship, 
and oiler thanksgiving and praise to Him for 
the blessings He has bestowed r.nd the CYils ne 
hath withheld; and pray that He will so order 
the issues of battle, and the councils of State, 
as to give to us a restoration of our national 
unity in the bonds of brotherly peace

Fight with Bushwhackers in Taney Coun- 
ty — Nine Killed. — Wc learn from the Spring- 
field (Mo.) Journal of the 12th that 8ergeant D. 
L. Diumright, formerly of the 8th cavalry, Mis- 
souri volunteers, was taken prisoner, on Wed- 
nesday of last week, by the notorious bush- 
whacker Jack McMillen and his party. Wednes- 
day night being very dark and rainy, the Ser- 
geaut made his escape, and abandoned their 
camp. Captain Phojuix, with a small party of 
men, followed their trail, and, coming up to 
them on Little Beaver, in Taney county, killed 
nine of the party. Among the number killed, 
wc understand, were Dan and Marion Fulbright, 
and Tip Conncfax, formerly of Greene county. 

Lieutenant Willis Kissce also had a light at 
Swansville Station, on Swan Cicely on Thurs- 
day night of last week, with a party of bush- 
whackers, numbering about thirty. He drovo 
them in all directions, and released two pris- 
oners.

It was, unquestionably, their 
intention to throw a soldier train off the track, 
which they supposed would go up the road 
from Covington that night. A freight train 
from Lexington came along, however, a short 
time after the obstruction was placed on the 
bridge, aud knocked it off. The train sustained 
but littlo damage. The construction car was 
badly shat tered. 

Guerillas near Memiiils. — A gang of fortv 
guerillas, under the lead of Thompson, made 
their appearance on Poplar street road, near 
Memphis, tho other day. They viiited and 
robbed nf m the property of Colonel Cockrcll, 
proprietor of the Gayoso House, taking two 
mules and one negro, who attempted to defend 
himself, and was killed. They also visited, the 
wagon-yard of James Lee, aud carried off sev- 
eral horses and mules, besides robbing some 
persons who endeavored to oppose them. 
Thompson and other rebel leaders are enforcing 
the conscription near Memphis with merciless 
severity.

New York, Nov. 22. 

There is no change in the position of the 
money market. The gold speculation is quite 
buoyant this morning, and a sharp upward 
turn in the price. The price at tho highest 
point was about G per cent above the closing 
rates of vesterdav. The market has been largely 
overstocked the 'last few davs aud cash gold is 
quite scarce This fact with tbe absence of 
definite news from Sherman tended to us.-i-t the 
tendency verv matetially. Toward noon a 
rctrogru'de movement commenced, and was at 
a decline of 3}J from the extreme point. The 
market opened at 225, advanced to 228, aud 
Closed ot 225. ■ 

The stork ntaiket opened buoyant, and at the 
first board was generally at an advance. Gov- 
ernment stocks stronger, and advanced V 
on 6'e of 1881, on 10-40's 4c, and 7-30 
Treasury notes advanced 3c. The miscellaneous 
list is generally better. On railroad stocks there is 
a better speculative feeling, and l^fc-'e higher. 
The market hcavyjtnd lower at tbe 2d Board, 
with a pressure to 6cll. 

A City Point, Va., letter of the 19th to the 
Commercial saj s: A movement of the army has 
begun. Yesterday, while with the L'th corps on 
our extreme left, I learned that orders had been 
Issued to prepare eight days' rations, with one 
hundred rounds of ammunition, to be ready 
to march at any moment. The artillery of Ih :t 
corps set out on a march and by sunset en- 
camped about eight miles nearer City Point, on 
the Una of the railroad. The infantry followed 
shortly afterward, and- reached Hancock's Sta- 
tion about ten miles hence. I learned that 
similar orders were issued in the 2d and &th 
corps. It began to rain at 8 o'clock last night, 
and continued ever siuce, converting the couu- 
trv iuto a continent of mud. The line of uarch 
yesterday was toward the Appomattox, which 
they would probably strike two or three 
miles below Petersburg if the design were to 
cross over to Gen. Butler's department. Grant 
has been absent two or three days, but will 
soon return. Officets and men has been mov- 
ing in shoals for some time. By leaving the 
fort well garrisoned the line is 'now so -strong 
that Grant can hurl his main body agaiusi any 
part of the rebel lines Be mav select, while it is 
impossible to flsnk him or cut his communica- 
tions with nnv force short of the whole rebel 
armv.

The trial is set for 
Friday. It is the general opinion among the 
legal profession that the court must decide that 
these notes are tha equivalent of gold C .licet 
or Draper had refused to receive them, hCsca 
thesni;. 

Sergeant Gribboc, of the 132d New York 
ond another gentleman, who have escaped from 
Charleston, report that the lower part of tha 
city have become uutsnablc in conse-iuence of 
the shells. 

Many public buildings were struck by shells 
and numbers were nearly demolished. A few 
fires have been occaiiened by bombardment.

The U. 8. steamers Barnum and Fawn, and a 
large amount of military stores jhc latter at 
Wellsburg, arc reported captured by the rebels 
on Big Sandy river. 

The Enquirer says that ou Thursday night 
Gen. Stuart, with 300 men, four companies, sur- 
prised the enemy's pickets about a mile and a 
half below Hawlctt's nouse and killed wounded 
between 40 and fifty, and captured 120, includ- 
ing one Colonel and an Inspector-General who 
happened to be inspecting the pickets at the 
time. Gen. Stuart's loss was two men killed 
and seven wounded. The prisoners have arrived 

The Dispatch says there were Indications on 
the north side yesterday that tbe encmv is pre- 
paring for the attack which, it is pretty gener- 
ally agreed, will soon be made. Yankcetroops 
arc reported to be deserting. 

Sheridan's forces are being massed on the 
line between Fort Harris and James river. If 
Butler's canal is completed, or anything near it, 
this will be one of the points of assault. 

The Dispatch believes the canal will not he 
completed for a month. 

The Dispatch says Sherman's movement mav 
be regarded as formidable onlv bechusc of its 
novelty. Tbe similar moi ement bv Sherman 
last spring ended in nothing except the injury 
inflicted on the populace as he passed along. H 
the people of the country are onlv true to them- 
selves, it may be the means of securing us a 
great triumph. We know not why this march 
of Sherman's was deiitrncd uutil we see the end- 
but we think nothing more certain than that 
Grant designs making a grand attack all along 
our lines at a very early dav, both naval and 
military. 

The Whig savs; There no longer remains 
ativ doubt that Sherman has boldlv cut himself 
off from his base, ond plunged headlong into 
the heart of Georgia. His aim bevond question 
is to secure a position upon tho seaboard where 
he m'v receive reinforcements and smvilics at 
leisure, and, having thi» established base, ha 
can proceed further with Ids operations next 
si rins, or during the winter;

Cotton BuiiaiuuTEfc — The French think 
lhat they have made the greatly desiderated dis- 
cos eiy of the hour — a substitute for cotton. 
FJax-cotlon, hemp, everything attempted, has 
tailed on trial, but the Rouen Chamber of Com- 
merce has reported through a special commit- 
tee, which has devoted a j car to the study, that 
an oriental fibre will nice: the exigency. This 
new fibre, which sustaius so great a weight, is 
called ma by Chinese; rameh by Japanese; urtiea 
tiivca by botanists, and China gross by the gen- 
eral WDtld. It is abundant in China and India; 
is hardy, and ea«y of cuUivation. It has been 
used for manufactures to a limited extent be- 
fore; but there were difficulties attending iu 
manufacture which stopped profit, and conse- 
quently decreased production. The report of 
the Rouen committee carries the idea that some 
feasible mode has been discovered for obviating 
the old troubles and giving it gcucra! use 
The Philadelphia American says the results ol 
such a discovery, taking expectations for their 
own proof, cannot be reached soon. Between 
the time when Rouen doctors decide that they 
can make profitable use of the grass, and the 
time when China shall have settled to peaceful 
callings.pcrfcctcd a new culturc.sent it to market 
in any considerable quantities, and seen it man- 
ufactured iu bulk, years must elapse. Still it 
is interesting to know that anything holds out 
a probability of releasing the world's great de- 
pendence on cotton — a dependence only less ab- 
solute than that of cotton. Egyptit-u and 
Indian cottons have not met the' expectations 
which they created. Brazil has not equalled 
the prophecies of its friends, and Central Amer- 
ica has done nothing. If the grasses of China 
can be worked into our textile fabrics to auy 
large degree, there is not only a vast territory 
to produce the crops, but myriads of willing 
workers to perfofm the labor. Our cotton crop 
\ull uot for Eome time reach the old figures. 
But our own needs aic greater, and so is, and 
w ill be, the foreign demand. .
